A Oueer Case. 


The case of 
the Wm. II. Godfrey 
fvstate 
against 
David Wingert, of 
Shenandoah, Iowa, has been on trial 
in the Circuit Court for the past three 
days ended in a verdict for defen- i 
dant. 
This case attracted attention I 
from the ancient history involved and 
the number of witnesses in atten- j 
dance. 
It seems that in March, 1871, 
t he defendant made a farm sale, as he ! 
was about to leave for Iowa, at which ! 
a horse belonging to 
B. B. Higgins 
was sold to Jlittle and Laughlin for 
$140. 
The note was made to Wingert. 
who at once endorsed it to Higgins, 
the true owner of the horse. 
Mr. 
Higgins guaranteed 
payment of the. 
note and endorsed it to Isaiah Brink ' 
who in turn sold it to Wm. H. God-j 
frey, on whose farm 
Hit tie then and 
for 
several years thereafter 
lived. 
Godfrey seems never to have tried to 
collect the note from any of the parties 
thereon, but 30 years after its matur­ 
ity his administrator 
brought suit. 
On the trial plaintiff sought to hold 
defendant liable 
by attempting to 
show that Hit tie by general reputa­ 
tion was insolvent during the whole 
of that time, as also was Laughlin 
However, defendant pointed out from 
the records a number of times when 
the debt could easily have been col­ 
lected against the makers on execu­ 
tion 
and thereby 
releived himself 
from liability.

for plaintiff and E. E. Wingert for de­ 
fendant .
